The following meeting of the 25th November has it minuted that a councillor 
hoped to propose ‘A Councillor to fill the other appointed Covernorship at the 
next meeting’, that is the place left vacant by myself presumably as the 
vacancy left by Counc-llor Hayward's resignation had been filled by Councillor 
Garrett.

I write with reference to the above-mentioned plan, 2% would be a good idea 

(for safety reasons only) to make the section of Hudson Street between High Street 
and the entrance to garege workshops (a distance of approximately 15m) a "No 
Weneing? areas -To extend this to the full proposed 49m is (a ) an utter nuisance 
to RESIDENTS who already have encugh problems due to the lack of adequate -

exists, 


ha: o f Hudson Street into New Street (the continuation of 
High Street ~ south) is a very dangerous manoeuvre at the best of times. 
‘Near misses" at the High Street/Hudson Street junction are almost a daily 
occurrence Turning right into Hudson Street from New Street (especially by 
heavy vehi wise) also causes problems. On occasions, treffic can sometimes be 
backed up to actually outside of Deddington to the pants,

Allowing some parking on the north side of Hudson Street does mean that 
traffic (light or heevy vehicles) cannot drive fast. Whereas if they got used 
to not having tc avoid parked vehicles, they would be more likely to make — 
hasty 'gswings' into Hudson Street and drive with less care. This would 
inevitably lead to a serious accident one day. 


Local residents (ie RATEPAYERS) have enough parking problems already without 
five or six valuable speces being swallowed up in Hudson Street. The problems 
we fece, esvecislly when the “31 Mexicano" restaurent is having a busy evening, 
are very annoying, Really, all we ask is that we can park in front of or near 
to our own homes. ‘That doesn't seem too much to ask for - we live in the 
country, efter ell, not in Central London, Tokine awey the parking facilities 
in Hudson Street will make matters yet more annoying and could possibly even 
lead to friction in the neighbourhood es residents vie for "their" spots. 


The solution to these problems is really quite simple. Heavy traffic must be 
totally banned from using Hudson Street: either as access into or r out of the 
Market Souere or for access to the onward route to Aynho. Heovy traffic (ie 
buses, trucks, large vens ete.) should always use the Horsefcir entrance to the 
square, This is, at least, safe as it is a controlled junction. Must we wait 
for a serious accident at the Hudson Street /423 junction before such 9 logical 
solution can be considered?

Some of our own local-euthors have written in The Deddington News about those 
times. Here is another vivid recollection, by one of our most prolific writers. 


NOT DAD'S ARMY ~ LDV Home Guard by Bernard Bowerman 


The Local Defence Volunteers were formed early in 1940. LDV wes interpreted 


by some vag as Look, Duck end Vanish, which is no doubt whet would have 
happened if the enemy had landed, as we had no weapons. Our job was to 
observe. At that time there was a real threat of enemy forces landing from the 
air to disrupt transport. We had a section et Clifton. Just before dawn we 
went to the best vantage points to scan the countryside. We had two shotguns 
but gradually we began getting equipment -- denim uniforms, Ross rifles, 


Then we took over the top floor of the Deddington Town Hall — four of us on 
duty all night, We oll did a tum each week until 6 am. Before going home we 
had to go up to the Observers Post, nese allotments opposite the Windmill, 
to get their all clear. It was pitch dark in the winter as the clocks were 
ept on one hour in the winter end two in the summer, so we were portly 
nocturnal - not a glimmer of light was allowed. Then home to start work at 


Je had very little spore time. We worked long hours in the summer. Every 

ey we had rifle practice or an exercise. Everyone did their best. We all 
got on well together. The sergeents were ex-servicemen. Ours was Boyce 
Paginton who lost an eye in the first war. 


rv Commander was John Morris, who, like the sergeant, wanted everyone to look 
their best. We did not behave as portrayed in Dad's Army. We mow that was 
for amusement, but it hes not improved our image. A photo of us can be seen 
in the School. /THIS > KINDLY DONATED BY MR BOWERMAN AND CAN BE SEN IN 
THE ENTRANCE BALL ~ EDS It was not always too serious; we had humorous times, 
We sometimes had exercises with the army or other local sections too. 
I well remember when Clifton Section were given the job of capturing our 
Heedquarters., It was a bitter sharp moonlight night. We avoided the main 
road, making a detour through the fields. Then we crossed Harls Iane, getting 
into the Churchyard, then over the high wall into the gardens of Castle House 
where I jumped and landed in a gerden frame, making enough noise to wake the 
dead. I heard Sgt Peginton say .scoo. {CENSORED ~ EDS/ so all our stealthy 
work was wasted. We got to Tuckers Stores but were finished off by hand 
grenades and snipers, so that was one battle we lost. 


The other exercise was when three of us went to Hinksey near Oxford to referee 
an attack by the Americans on the Home Guard. It was like the phoney war. 
Nothing heppened for several hours. ‘The Home Guard was expecting a sudden 
attack. Then word ceme through that the Americans head captured the Home Guard 
Headquarters end were moving down into Oxford. They had passed us under our 
feet in the sewers. Thet was another battle we lost. 


Before I close I must mention our wives, who had to put up with us being out 
so much ~ it would not do today - and other ledies who organised dances end 
other functions for our fund which amounted to quite a sum at the end of the 
war. This was later given to the Church to modernize the Alms Houses.
